CHINA AND, THE PEACE TREATY. , 


The disadvantages which China will suffer if she refuses tu be 
a signatory to the. European Peace Treaty were most admirably set 
out under six headings in a telegram from the Chinese Minister in 
Paris which we published in ur issue of yesterday. These headings 
covered a variety. of points, and this analysis of the situation showed 
clearly enough that! China's official representative in France has 2 


better insight into the facts and future probabilities than have ‘many’ 


of the politicians in Peking who’ would commit the blunder of turn- 
ing down thé whole Treaty because one of ita, provisions is distaste- 
ful to them. China's: disappointment atthe manner of disposal of 
‘the Shantung territories is understandable. She has grounds for 

” thinking that Japan:hus scored at any rate a momentary diplomatic } 
victory. But ifshe will take long views and Blace trust in the 
assurances of the eventual restoration of the territory. she will find 
that it is entirely in her own interests to be, associated with the 
Powers'who are dictating the terms of peace to the enemies of 
mankind and who have mapped out a scheme for better .world re- 
lations between foreign countries-in the future. 

The last of the six reasons given by the Minister in Paris” ag to 
why the Treaty should be signed is well worth emphasising.’ It is 
that a refusal to sign will not regain China's rights in Shantung. 
That, of course, is quite true. Therefore, what practical end will 
be served by @king up a negative position? The grievance wil! 
not be remédied. put, on the other hand, very tangible advantages 
will be declined. Another reason given is that China, by failing to 
subseribe to the Peace Treaty, will place herself in an unfavourable 
position and make her-admission to the League of Nations ‘uncer- 
_ tain. And for a weak nation such a China, the League will mean 
‘everything in. the future. It is also quite conceivable,’as the 
Minister says, that refusal to sign will affect China's friendship 
with Britein and France. And we are sure “that, after the service 

” to humanity, which these two,great nations’ have ‘rendered during 
“the past | four years and more, China will desire to have their moral 
support in future developments. . Indeed, to dissociate. herself from 
the Extente Powers as a-whole will mean: for Chine that’ isolation 

: which is bound to weaken tho position of the nation in world’ affairs. 
China must-realise that foryearsto come she Will, if she wishes to 
‘make substantial progress, have to lean on those who are willing to 

Of her own strength she cannot possible rise, but as the 

' friend of the great liberty-loving peoples of the West she will find 
the way made easier. She knows by now who her real helpers are. 
If she is wise, she will put a true value on sincere friendship. 

We cannot believe that China will. be so utterly foolish as to 
refuse to associate, inthis great charter of World Liberty, with 

’ nations who have won a triumph over greed and brutality, « » Shé 
would Have nothing to'gain and everything to lose by taking’ that 
line.

a mass meeting ofseveral thous- 
and Indians on the Misdan to 
protest atthe restrictions placed 
on the movements of Ghandi ‘by 
the Indian Government. This 
meeting resulted in the parading 
of the streets by ‘thousands’ of 
fanatical Indians'who proceeded. 
down Harrison Road to ,the foot 
of Howrah Bridge, indulging in 
stone throwing and - other. 
rjotous conduct. Just as the 
mob reached the foot of the 
bridge, a motor car containing 
Europeans was stopped by the 
mob and burned on the spot, after 
the occupants had been turned 
out. The rioting continued in 
Harrison Road; where there are 
many tall buildings and fom 
which empty bottles, stones and 
other missles were thrown in all. 
directions. The Indian Defence 
Force and also the Calcutta Light 
Horse were called out and several 
shots were fired, some Indians 
being killed. The head of the 
Calenutta Police and his assistant 
were also seriously hurt. <A 
Machine Gun Corps was also 
‘Stationédd on Howrah | Bridge.
